This letter is to advise you on recent developments 
relating to items of Hoover memorabilia that have been in the 
physical custody of the FBI or that have been, offered to the FBI.; 


As you were informed by Rex Tomb of the Office of 
Congressional and Public Affairs (OCPA) on November 29, 1988, the 
memorabilia that previously had been maintained by our ToUr Route 
was. transferred to the J. Edgar Hoover Foundation on November'2„ 
1988. A National Academy rug formerly kept in Mr. Hoover's 
conference room was also sent to the Foundation in November, 1988. 


This month, on the advice of OCPA, the flag that flew 
‘over the U.S. Capitol when Mr. Hoover's body lay in state Was 
given to the Foundation.; It had been- in the possession of a 
Capitol Policeman who kept it after his retirement. 


As of this date, we have been Unable to locate 
Mr. Hoover's working desk. The former Director's ceremonial desk; 
is considered of particular historic importance to the FBI and is 
being maintained by OCPA.; 
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The FBI is delighted that J. Edgar Hoover, memorabilia is 
now being collected in one place, and We looking forward to the 
completed exhibit. " ' ^ '
